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(57) Abstract: The invention relates to n coolant radiator for a motor vehicle, comprising a radiator block (2) made of tubes and 
ribs, a coolant inlet area (5 ) comprising a coolant inlet pipe connection (7), a cooling agent outlet urea fro comprising a cooling agent 
outlet pipe connection (*), wherein an oil radiator provided with oil connections (10. 11 > which arc guided out from the cooling agent 
area (6) is arranged. According to the invention, the coolant outlet connection (8) is arranged between the oil connections (10, II).
